It ‘goes forward from the content of 
V.HITHViASlI and does tell how the whitewashing of the investigation ceme about - 
who did do it. I think it is perhaps more shocking than the first book. 

•from the fir 3 $ 1 have been apprehensive of the potential of the Manchester 
book if it makes a single ma jo r misstatement of faot, especially because of its 
sponsorship. I have offered to make my material available, including to Harper’s, 
with no restriction save the preserve tionx of my rights. I now have no doubt 
about the error of the Manchester book from what I have read in hi 3 interviews, from 
the Introduction, which has been published, and from what 1 have been told by those 
who have seen it. Hence I am more concerned about its potential for hurt. 

I think you can readily realize that there i3 only jeopardy to me in making 
this of-'er, but I do, on a confidential basis. You or anyone in whom you have 
confidence and whose rnind is not fixed may have access to the draft of the new 
bo~>k avi the extensive documentation behind it. I think some of the family should 
know its contents. I address you because I think you know enough about me to be 
willing to consider that ray motives are honorable. I also think 1 have knowledge 
and understanding of this subject equally by few and perhaps in some aspects by none.
